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DEFINITIONS:  §76.1 
FARM  OF  ORIGIN  —  the  farm  where  the  pigs 
were  born,  and  which  has  not  been  used  within 
the  past  6  months  to  assemble,  buy,  or  sell  swine 
brought  in  from  other  sources. 

APPROVED  MARKET  —  any  place  where  hogs  are 
assembled  for  sale  under  State  or  Federal  super- 
vision, and  which  has  received  joint  State-Federal 
approval. 

PUBLIC  STOCKYARD  — a  stockyard  where 
Federal  inspection  of  livestock  is  maintained. 

NON-APPROVED  MARKET  — any  market,  as- 
sembly point,  etc.,  which  has  not_  received  joint 
State-Federal  approval  to  handle  feeder  pigs  and 
breeding  stock. 

OFFICIAL  VACCINATION  —  pigs  vaccinated  by 
an  accredited  veterinarian  or  a  State  or  Federal 
inspector  by  one  of  these  methods: 

(1)  Vaccinated  less  than  21  days  before  shipment 
with  an  approved  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  (or  antibody  concentrate). 
At  least  20  cc.  of  serum  must  be  used  at  markets,  15 
cc.  elsewhere  (or  equivalent  dosages  of  antibody 
concentrate). 

(2)  Vaccinated  21  days  or  more  before  shipment 
with  an  approved  modified  live  virus  vaccine. 


(3)  Vaccinated  44  days  or  more  before  shipment 
with  two  doses  of  inactivated  virus  vaccine,  with 
the  second  dose  given  at  least  14  days  before 
shipment.  Interval  between  the  first  and  second 
dose  may  vary  from  30  days  to  6  months. 

Official  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus 
vaccine  is  recognized  for  2  years;  with  inactivated 
virus  vaccine  for  1  year  after  the  second  dose. 

Officially  vaccinated  pigs  must  be  permanently 
identified  and  a  record  of  this  must  be  sent  to  the 
appropriate  State  official. 

OFFICIAL  TREATMENT  WITH  SERUM  ALONE  — 
pigs  given  at  least  20  cc.  of  anti-hog  cholera  serum 
(or  10  cc.  of  antibody  concentrate)  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  or  a  State  or  Federal  inspector  within 
5  days  of  interstate  shipment.  (In  all  cases,  the 
regulations  of  the  State  of  destination  should  be 
checked  to  see  if  serum-alone  treatment  is  accept- 
able.) 

Pigs  officially  treated  with  serum  alone  must  be 
permanenHyJid^tifjed  with  an  orange  eartag  (or 
olheTac^ptable  identification)  and  a  record  of  this 
must  be  sent  to  the  appropriate  State  official.
